KAtir 
on  Ooldwln  Smith  Intimated  that  Ittehardt 
(Times  may  have  been  as  much  distorted  as  his 
physical  InOrmlly  was  exaggerated  Orcon  had 
already  represented  him  as  a  patron  of  polite 
learning,  and  a  later  writer  afllrms  that  there  is 
no  doubt  that  he  aimad  to  bs  a  )ust  and  merci- 
ful ruler.

He  and 
a  certain  Oeorge  Washington  were  active  in  col- 
onisation projects  before  as  waU  as  after  the  re- 
volt. Virginia  and  other  pgovliieea  poaassiirt 
charter  rights  hi  the  lands  bsgobd  «tia  mMBlafau 
and  favored  tatal  cogitarol.  PennsyWanlana  ware 
naturally  in  favor  of  hnperlal  control  because 
they  fraicd  Uie  aggrandisement  of  Virginia. 
Moreover,  wealthy  landowners  with  large  tracts 
to  dispose  tjf  east  of  the  mountains  were  opposed 
to  spending  public  money  on  Western  expansion 
In  Itself  fonnMabla  enough,  tha  problem  was 
made  more  dUBenlt  by  Ihe  ^th  ot  the  AtlanUc 
ocean,  slow  conmuhleatkms.  and  the  eirawn- 
Btancr  that  It  was  a  time  of  facrtlon  rather  than 
party  government  In  Britain,  the  continuity  of 
colonial  policy  being  frequently  interrupted.

I  nigffeatad  that  whan  really  too  fa. 
tode  for  wear  ttwy  should  be  cut  up 
lo  fill  cushlooB.  •!&  "Jenny,"  writing 
from  Drem,  howWvar.  COnes  to  our 
aid  with  a  stUl  bgMV  Umiitlfili, 
and  I  now  nuote: 

•I  saved  up  all  my  old  stockings 
till  I  had  twenty  I  counted  tiiem. 
as  I  always  tneant  Vi  send  you  the 
directions  for  u«inR  t  hem  and 
wanted  b*"  ^  ^rr  hnw  many  Wfri 
used.  I  made  a  beautiful  niati  to 
use  cither  at  the  bedside  or  tn  the 
bathroom.  It  Is  of  an  obkng  shape. 
I  began  at  the  top  of  the  stockings 
and  with  a  aharp  pair  oX  adssors 
ctit  each  Into  one  long,  narrow  rtrlp. 
cutting  round  and  round.  The  strips 
were  about  half  an  inch  wide.  Then 
wltli  a  lacae  bone  crochet  hotk.  I 
crocheted  the  strips  together,  Pl;at. 
1  did  twL-ive  fliatn.  turned,  and 
crocheted  one  treble  into  each  chain, 
on  both  aides  of  it.  and  u  I  worlted 
round  Z  put  two  sUtches  mto  ooe 
to  f ofm  ««eb  oomtr.
